THe Emery EMIGRANTS. 


The appalling amount of work re- 
quired to properly cope with the 
French and Indian campaigns, in 
which our Andover cadets were train- 
ed to be soldiers, has induced me to 
defer my sketch of Frye warriorsfor a 
while, till I sit at the feet of a student 
of war who can give it the proper at- 
mosphere. I admire the Five Nations. 
that first confederacy on our confinent, 
that proved a model as well as a match 
for the foes on either band. My sym- 
pathies are with the French all the 
way through the war, in spite of my 
conviction .that Providence worked 
through English greed to open the way 
for freedom in the great West, which 
set out to be a Cuba-Canada-Hudson 
Bay sort of territory. We got started 
West in 1745, and we are now standing 
where we really have no business to be, 
looking off to the Pacific Isles having 
annexed the Great Arctic Peninsula 
and secured our perpetual sunrise. 

Leaving the Acadian brethren at 
peacea little longer, I will take you 
back to the old town of Newbury,where 
the fighting was against ecclesiastical 
encroachment. Everybody opposed 
everybodyjelse there on principle. The 
people who did not want babies baptiz- 
ed were getting ready to go to Nan- 
tucket; but Major Pike and Edward 
Woodman and old John Emery staid to 
see it out. Eliakim Wardwell and his 
wife had made their protest, staid fiom 
meeting a year, Lydia taking her whip. 
ping likea martyr. Old Anthony Morse 
and John Emery had fenced in. their 
common land, John, contrary to order, 
paying a fine in December, and getting 
a present of the land the next February. 

The court dockets give young John’s 
3 shillings or a whipping for light car- 
riage in 1645 at 18 towards Henry 
Traverse’s wife. He probably offered 
to put on her cloak. He gets fined for 
debt in some dicker in 1662, at 35. So 
we know our old John Emery is not up 
for anything less than a great principle. 
In 1663, he takes in two Quakers to 
bed and board, ‘“‘taking them by the 
hand 1n welcome.”? Henry Jaques, who 
is constable, when he is not building 
churches in Andover and Newbury, is 
the principal witness, then 44 years old. 
John Emery argues that it is lawful to 
be hospitable, and when 4£ are laid on 
with the cost, all the town with select- 
men join in a petition to help him, but 
he has to pay. In 1666, he happens 
tobe on the jury when Henry Jaques 
himself is roasted for a grave offence 
with a maiden of Newbury. Henry 
“flyeth’? says the old docket, leaving 
the girlto fight it out alone, and 5£ 
only will save her from the dread whip- 
ping post. Dire things are prepared 
forthe ‘flier’? when they get him. 
John Koight comes forward and pays 
the fine and his gallantry is appreciat- 
ed by Henry, who marries Anna Knight 
possibly John’s daughter. Whatever the 
relation of old John Emery to Henry, 
in the next generation, his grandson 
Stephen marries Henry’s Ruth -and 
everything goes on smoothly. Henry 
left a quarrel behind him a little later, 
having deeded to his grandson - Daniel 
of Bradford, the land he had sold to 
Patience Walker and her Gage kin. 
They have a time over it, but Danie! 
Jaques secures his old holding, which 
is ail we had left of Henry in Andover. 
If he was as handsome as the picture 
of a descendant given in the ‘“‘Standard 
History’’ sketch of Haverhill, Ido not 
wonder at his getting his own way so 
often. 

Our John takes up the sword for Ma- 
jor Pike, who is disfranchized in his 
old age and removed from office. John 
Emery Jr. and all our down river men 
with old Nicholas Holt sign the long 
petition to have the sentence revoked. 
After every one gives up but the Major, 
Rev. Mr. Worcester wins him to pay. 
Those were the tussles that trained 
men to have a mind of their own and 
keep it. 

John Emery had married for a second 
wife, the widow of John Webster of 
Ipswich, and son John takes the step- 
sister Mary, Abigail Webster marrying 
Abraham Merrill. Toa possible twin 
of Abram, one of the Sara Merrills so 
much in demand, we marry Joseph 
Morse, grandson of old Anthony, and 
son of Ruth Sawyer, ?Ann Emery mar- 
ried James Ordway, “Jonathan taking 
the Woodman neighbor’s Mary. 

These are the families that came up 
the river to old Andover and Dracut 
and along in Methuen where ‘Lawrence 
now stands. They did not care for the 
Baptist preaching on the Dracut bor- 
der, and so they rode over the fords to 
the old North Church to hear Mr, Barn- 
ard and get the infants baptized. Here 
Joseph Morse was disciplined for pro- 
faneness, and the old man holds out 
with Tim Osgood and other worthies 
till the call to Casco at 70, brings him 
to square up with the church, before 
going as Lieut. in command to die 
in camp after seven short weeks. 
Joseph Emery is overon Tower Hil’, 
his father John naming his bequest as 
in Haverhill, (Methuen not then set off.)

His grand- 
daughter Phebe marricd Wm., Morse, 
son of the old veteran ‘Joseph and while 
Bodwell’s resting place is over in the 
Berkeley Street Cemetry with his chil- 
drea, Phebe. lies with William in our 
West yard with her son, Aaron loyes, 
whose decendants are well represented 
here. 
The Morse family of Joseph through 
*Amos who died in Rev. camp in old age 
nursing his son “Amos who enlisted for 
the war with young Noyes, also include 


the mother of Arthur Bliss, and Mrs. 
Moody of Ballardvale (Mr. Moody being 
a descendant of *Ruth Morse, though 
he does nut know it) The Merrilis 1 
have not taken up fully, but ‘Joseph 
Emery married Abram and Abigail (Em- 
ery) Merrill’s daughter *Elizabeth, this 
cousin, and moved to Andover suburb 
about 1695, his sister *Abigail already 
here as the wife of ‘Henry Ingalls 
‘Sara Emery took Isaac Bayley of New. 
bury, and in counting up her grand- 
children, I find ‘Major Enoch Batley 
who married his Andover cousin °Ab- 
igail Frye and a General Jacob Bailey. 
They pip havea few ministers all 
along the line and most of the Emery’s 
count the honors to the preachers. 
*Joseph Emery gave his ‘Abigail to 
Capt. Abiel Frye, and Hon. Simon Frye 
of the Mass. House for 20 years with 
hie brother, Major Isaac of Fryeburg 
(then part of Massachusetis) show the 
estimate of Emery stock in the fifth 
generation. I found only one Emery 
spinster. The Bancrofts of Reading, 
the---Russella, _ Carltons, Hewes, 
Moodys (*Capt. Moudy Morse of An- 
dover being.a complicated puzzle with 
his wife’ Joanna Carlton,) the Chases 
whom | despaired tofollow, and Stiles of 
Boxford all secure the Ewery girls. 
Dracut got one of the most interesting 
of the line in James of “Jonathon who 
was at Crown Point with his son Am- 
brose when he made his will. Ambrose 
was at the Boston Tea party, married a 
Philadelphia woman for his second wife 
after he emigrated to Pennsylvania, 
and she cooked rations for Washing- 
ton’s men, while in winter camp near 
her home after Brandywine, I shall 
think it was cousin Ambiose who drew 
our young *Abiel Frye away out there 
later on.

The mother 
of the Barrows sisters, so long resident 
here, grandmother of F. H. Foster isa 
double Emery and Merrill, also a shin- 
ing example of the courage and faith 
of her ancestors on the North Merri- 
mac, 
Joshua Emery filled the office of 
steward in Andover Theologica: Sem- 
inary dying at 8Min 1824, while Sara 
the daughter of Rev. Samuel Emery of 
Biddeford, reared a family of Gilmans 
and became the second wife of Hon, 
Juhn Phillips, founder of Exeter Acad- 
emy.

Journal Continued. 
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Bert, Nov. 6. 


Now that we are getting a little 
settied I hope to be able to write less 
hurriedly. We came tothe Hospice St. 
Michael, the same place where we 
rtayed when we were in Berlin before. 
We have three comfortable sunny 
rooms, and the whole house is heated by 
stcxm Which 1s very delightful, after 
the cold ¢xperience of the last two or 
thre weeks. In this Hospice which is 
the Y. M. C. A. building, for this part 
of lLerlin, everything is very neat, 
and ciean, and the prices reasonable 
Our beds are acuriosity. We have one 
shect to’ he on, and a soft, downy 
feather bed to cover us, and that is all, 
No blankets, or spreads, or upper 
sheet, excepting the one that cov- 
ers the feather beds, which is fresh 
and changed as often as-a_ sheet. 
We cin get our meals here, or else- 
where,as we please. We have family 
pray: rs every morning, in German. 
All the servants are expected to be 
present, and as many of the guests as 
choose to be with them. Singing 
comes first, then some gentleman pres- 
ent, reads from the Bible, which is fol- 
lowed by a few minutes’ talk, then 
prayer, and then singing again. Even 
my little boys can join in some parts 
of the service now. 

The second annual meeting of the 
Christian Endeavor Convention was 
held here the day after we came but 
you will read that inthe Golden Rule. 
The next day, F. started off on his tour 
through Deutchland leaving us to 
‘tnaddle our own canoe’’ as best we 
might. I have spent all my spare 
time in looking for a home, while we 
stay in Berlin. I have interviewed my 
German and American friends, have 
been all over Berlin, have talked -Ger- 
man till my tongue was black and blue, 
have advertised in German papers, and 
have at last found a place which I hope 
we shall like. We can move next 
Monday. The address will be ‘‘unter 
den Linden.’”?” Maude and Eugene 
have already gone tolive with Frau 
Pastore Steiglitz, where they will 
speak only German. Maude has be- 
gun to take music lessons also, and 
Eugene is pegging away at his Greek 
and Latin. They have been in their 
new home three or four days, and like 
it well, while Iam alone with my two 
little boys, who have become some- 
what demoralized by all the travel and 
the hotel life and need more of my 
time and care. They are beginning to 
have regular lessous with me, but they 
find it hard to settle down to work. 
It has not been very easy to make all 
these plans alone. Neither is it easy 
for F, to wander over Deutchland try- 
ing to communicate with Germans 
only, with poor interpreters, in his 
meetings, but it is something to know 
that we are all in the same Country. 

I must give you a sample of my 
tribulation with trunks! You will re- 
member that we sent ‘Rachel’? on by 
Furst Bismark to Hamburg, with our 
winter clothing. I received a card 
here saying the trunk had arrived 
in Berlin, and could be had, if I 
would go and- get it. After en- 
quiring at the office and of the 
**Verwalter’’ what to do, I took a cab. 
with Eugene and Sydney for company, 
and went to the address, expecting to 
bring the trunk home, a very simple 
thing todo. Going down stairs I ask- 
ed the portier to “holen a droschky,” 
and sbowing the driver the address on 
my card, which was *‘The old Moabite’’ 
we started off engaging the cab “‘time 
ways’? as the portier said. In fifteen 
minutes we found “The old Moabite”’ 
but it was not so easy to find Rachel. 
After looking anxiously at several 
doors, we ventured to open one, where 
we found three or four men. Either they 
did not understand German well, or 
my German was not good enough, but 
at last I made them understand that I 
wanied my trunk. Then they made 
me understand that I must go to anoth- 
erroom and get a paper and come 
bach to them. I found a very dignified 
official, who gave me a freight bill, of 
7 marks, which I paid, and he receipt- 
ed Then T went back and) found the 
mou very obliging. They read my bill 
aud asked where I came from, and a 
few other questions, and then sent me 
to the baggage room, where [ easily 
found my desired treasure. But it was 
one thing to find it, and quite another 
thing to get it, for they said she must 
be examined to seeif she carried any- 
thing dutiable. Now it had come to 
pass that my good husband had carried 
off the key in his pocket, and I did not 
know just his present address. I ex- 
plained the situation as well as I could 
in my very best German, and I think 
they caught the thought, and believed 
my statement, but they would by no 
means accept my declaration that. she 
carried nothing dutiable, so with one 
last longing look, I bade her good-bye 
and left her with the ‘‘old Moabite.””

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JESSIE OF LUCKNOW, 


A FAMOUS CASE OF CLAIRVOYANCS 
GRAPHICALLY RELATED. 


When the Besieged Had Lost All Hope, 
the Scotchwoman Ueard the Slogan 
Whieh Announced That the Highlanders 

| Were Coming to the Rescue, 


In conversation between a distinguish- 
ed judge of this state and an etitor the 
article of Mark Twain’s on telepathy cas- 
ually came into talk, Many cases were 
cited, and the judge alluded to the re- 
markable story of Jessie Brown. It will 
be new to many, and it is given here- 
with as it appeared in a letter to the 
London Times, the letter being written 
by a lady who was the wife of an officer 
at Lucknow: : 

“On every side death stared us in the 
face. Nohuman skill could avert it any 
longer. We saw the moment approach 
when we must bid farewell to earth, yet 
without feeling that unutterable horror 
which must have beensexperienced by 
the unhappy victims at Cawnpur. We 
were resolved rather to die than to yield 
and were fully persuaded that in 24 hours 
all would be over. The engineer had 
said so, and all knew the worst. We 
women strove to encourage each other 
and to perform the light duties which 
were assigned to us, such as conveying 
orders to the batteries, supplying the 
men with provisions, especially cups of 
coffee, which we prepared day and night, 

“J had gone out to try to make myself 
useful in company with Jessie Brown, 
the wife of a corporal in my husband’s 
regiment, Poor Jessie had been in a 
state of restless excitement all through 
the siege and had fallen away visibly 
during the last few days. A constant 
fever consumed her, and her mind wan- 
dered occasionally, especially that day, 
when the recollections of home seemed 
powerfully present to her, At last, over- 
come with fatigue, she lay down on the 
ground, wrapped in her plaid. I sat be- 
side her, promising ‘to awake her when, 
as she_said, her ‘father should return 
from the plowing.’ 

“She fell at length into a profound 
slumber, motionless and apparently 
breathless, her head resting in my lap. 

“I myself could no longer resist the in- 
clination to, sleep,in spite of the con- 
tinual roar of the cannon. Suddenly I 
was aroused by a wild, unearthly scream 
close to my ear. My companion stood 
upright beside me, her arms raised and 
her head bent forward in the attitude of 
listening. 

“A look of intense delight broke over 
her countenance. She grasped my hand, 
drew me: toward her and exclaimed: 
‘Dinna ye hear it? Dinna ye hear it? 
Aye, I’m no dreaming! It’s the slogan 
o’ the highlanders! We're saved! We're 
saved!’ Then . flinging herself on her 
knees she thanked God with passionate 

fervor. I felt utterly bewildered. 

‘““My English ears heard only the roar 
of artillery, and Ithought my poor Jes- 
sie was still raving, but she darted to 
the batteries, and I heard her cry incés- 
santly to the men: ‘Courage! Courage! 
Hark to the slogan—the Macgregor, the 
grandest of them all! Here’s help at 
last!’ 

“To describe the effect of these words 
upon the soldiers would be impossible, 
For a moment they ceased firing, and 
every soul listened with intense anxiety. 
Gradually, however, there arose a mur- 
mur of bitter disappointment, and the 
wailing of women who had flocked to 
the spot burst out anew as the colonel 


shook his head. Our dull lowland ears | 7 


heard only the roar of the musketry. 

“A few moments more of this death- 
like suspenee, of this agonizing hope, and 
Jessie, who had again sunk on theground, 


along the whole line: ‘Will ye no believe 
it noo? The slogan has ceased indeed, 
but the Campbells are coming. D’ye 
hear? D’ye hear?’ 

“At that moment all seemed, indeed, 
to hear the voice of God in the distance, 
when the pibroch of the highlanders 
brought us tidings of deliverance, for 
now there was no longer any doubt of 
the fact. ‘That shrill, penetrating, cease- 
less sound, which rose above all other 
sounds, could come neither from the ad 
vance of the enemy nor from the work 
of the sappers. No, it wasindeed the blast 
of the Scottish bagpipes, now shrill and 
harsh, as threatening vengeance on the 
foe, then in softer tones seeming to prom- 
ise succor to their friends in need. 

“Never, surely, was there such a scene 
as that which followed. Not a heart in 
the residency of Lucknow but bowed it- 
self before God, All by one simultaneous 
impulse fell upon their knees, and noth- 
ing was heard but bursting sobs and 
murmured voice of prayer. Then all 
arose, and there rang out from a thou- 
sand lips a great shout of joy, which re- 
sounded far and wide and lent new vigor 
to that blessed pibroch. 

“To our cheer of ‘God Savethe Queen’ 
they replied by the well known strain 
that moves every Scot to tears, ‘Should 
Auld Acquaintance Be Forgot? After 
that nothing else made any impression 
on me. I scarcely remember what fol- 
lowed. Jessie was presented to the gen- 
eral on his entrance to the fort, and at 
the officers’ banquet her health was 
drunk by all present, while the pipers 
marched around the table playing once 
more the familiar air of ‘Auld Lang 
Syne.’” ‘

Boston's Subway Leased, 

Boston, Dec. 9.—The Boston transit 
commission, which has entire charge of 
the. new suway, yesterday announced 
that it had signed a contract by which 
the West End road acquires the lease of 
the subway for a term of 20 years.

IN TUB) MARKETS. 


Butter Still Continues Quiet and 
Decidedly Firm. 


Foreign Outlet Not So Large xs It Should 
Be—tiuyers Take Kinjly t» Cold Ator- 
age stov<—Cheese ts Unchanged---A 
Glanes at Oth. r i roducts, 


Boston, Dec. 9.—Quiet and firm is ths 
condition of the butter market. Buyers 
are resisting the pressure which comes 
from outside rising markets as much 
as possible, and the result is an un- 
satisfactory trade. Receivers are forced 
to ask more for their fresh receipts in 
order to please shippers and get any sup- 
Plies,"but it is impoasi#le to keep in ling 
with the advance in the west. 

After taking a few fancy lots of fresh, 
buyers fall back upon the cold storage 
stock, which is Still giving good satis- 
faction, and which, at a difference ot 
4 to 5 cents a pound, is a much more 
profitable article to handie. We may 
have to come up to full values in a short 
time, but as trade is at present it will 
be hard to sustain any further rise. 

There is an entire absence of snap and 
buoyancy, and when buyers make up 
their minds to pay an extreme price 
they take only’ a few lots. This kind 
of business may continue during the 
remainder of this month, as buyers have 
no confidence in high prices, and expect 
a reaction just as svon as the make in- 
creases. 

The most encouraging feature in the 
situation is the large quntities of but- 
ter coming out of cold storage. Last 
week the stock was reduced more than 
13,500 packages, and at this rate the 
stock of désirable quality would soon be 
materially decreased. 

Although the held stock figures are 
much larger than last year, it is well 
to remember that the packages are 
smaller, and that there is considerable 
old butter in the gross amount which, 
will not come into competition with new 
supplies. The’ consumption, .too,: has 
materially increased, and if prices are 
kept on a reasonable basis there is a 
chance to unload-at some- profit. 

The foreign outlet it not as large as 
it ought to be, but the shipments are 
running larger than last year, and there 
is a prospect that a good deal more 
American butter will be wanted during 
the winter. 

The receipts of butter last week were 
12,333 tubs and 11,373 boxes, a total 
weight of 530,977 pounds, against 553,262 
pounds the previous week, and 506,999 
pound coresponding week last year. 
Although the receipts are running small 
they are larger than last year, and’ 
after a week or two they will probably 
increase, especially if the weather con- 
tinues mild. 

A slight advance on strictly fine fresh 
creamery must be quoted, owing to the 
light receipts, but our market is still 1 
to 2 cents lower than the west and New 
York, and there is not trade enough to 
warrant receivers in holding for full 
rates. After passing a few fancy brands 
there is a light demand, and sellers have 
to meet the views of buyers. 

There are no new features in the 
cheese situation. Holders are firm on 
fine September and early September 
muke, and are not offering much under 
11 cents. Sales range from 10% to 11 
cents, with a moderate demand. Fair 
to good lots range from 9 to 10 cents. 

The outlook is considered promising. 
The factories are nearly all closed, and 
the best of the make is in strong hands. 
The stock in Canada and here is smaller 
than last year, and there is a confi- 
dent feeling that higher prices will be 
obtained very soon after the turn of the 
year, if not before. 

Eggs were rather slow yesterday, and 
the drop in New York hada weakening 
effect here. It was hard to sell west- 
ern at over 22 to 23 cents, and best 
Michigan at 24 cents. Fresh eastern 
ruled at 25 to 26 cents, and fancy new- 
laid at about 30 cents. Refrigerator eggs 
sold at 16 to 17% cents. The stock in 
cold storage was 4241 cases last week, 
and stood at 19,192 cases, against 23,738 
cases last year. 

Marrow pea and choice medium beans 
have settled down to $1 per bushel for 
large lots. At this price dealers have 
been stocking up, and the market may 
soon take a stronger turn. Yellow eyes 
and red kidneys have been slow of sale 
at about previous prices. 

The market has been kept well sup- 
plied with western poultry, and prices 
rule slow. Strictly choice Vermont 
turkeys are in light supply, and com- 
mand 15 to 16 cents. ; 

Apples continue in large supply, and 
prices are no higher. The large ex- 
ports take off a good portion of the 
surplus.

Verdi has cleared the ‘‘eight barred gate, 


which few come in sight of, and fewer, 
far fewer, go over,’’ as genial Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes calls the attainment of four- 
score, Besides, he has three extra years to 
hfs credit, We have to go back. as far as 


18389 to recall his first opera, It was en- 


titled ‘‘Oberto, Conte di San Bonifacio,’’ 
and was produced at La Scala, Milan, 
where his last triumph, ‘‘Falstaff,’’ was 
achieved. To the famous opera house all 
musicians turn with interest, as it has 


been the birthplace of so many high hopes 


as well asthe site of so many successes, 


In this opera an English singer—Mrs. Al- 


fred Shaw—took part, and it may be in- 


teresting to state that Ricordi paid Vordi 
the sum of 1,750 francs for it, This was 


an achievement for a Ranoola innkeeper’s 
son, aged 25. 


Since those days Verdi’s fame has been 


advanced by such works as ‘‘l Lombardi,’’ 


which was produced in 1848; the beautiful 


“‘Ernani’’ and the less popular ‘‘Rigolet- 
to, ’’ which he himself regards as his master- 
piece; the always attractive ‘Il Trovatore,’’ 
and ‘La Traviata.’’ Other operas by him 


include ‘‘Un Ballo In Maschera,’’ ‘‘ Aida’’ 
and ‘‘Montezuma,”’ but this is not the 
place for a critical estimate of one whose 
operatic compositions number 28. It is 
certainly curious that the veteran should 
have turned to Falstaff as the subject of 
what is avowedly a comic opera, consider- 
ing that he has hitherto but coyly ap- 
proached the humorous side of music. 
Still further is it remarkable that .he 
should contemplate a atill lighter work. 
At any rate he has not taken the pains to 
deny the rumor, 

Asin Lord Beaconsfield’s words, ‘‘it is 
the personal that interests,’’ a few words 
about Signor Verdi after his triumph may 
be opportune. 

The energy of Signor Verdi is bound- 
less. The rank and title of marquis have

just been offered ‘by the king of Italy to 
the great composer, bat would certainly 
not enhance the high. position of dignity 
he already holds among his countrymen. 

He has long ceased to take an active 
part in politics, which in his younger days 
greatly interested him, and for Verdi mu- 
gic holds the supreme place in his life. 

A representative of the press recently 
had an interview with the great maestro. 

The conversation turned upon music. 
The inevitable organ grinder had struck 
up the equally inevitable selection from 
“T) Trovatore’ on the roadway some dis- 
tance off. The composer was asked wheth- 
er he did not find this method of rendering 
his music peculiarly irritating. 

“No,” he replied; ‘‘on the contrary, it 
pleases me.’’ 

Then he turned suddenly to Carducci, 
the famous poet, who had just entered. 

“Carducci, how should you like to hear 
the people massacring your songs and 
poems through the public streets? You 
would eat them alive, non e verof’’ 

“No,” he replied, ‘‘not at all. I Jove 
the people, though I love them as an ideal, 
not as an assemblage of ignorant and vul- 
gar individuals, and perhaps that is why 
they do not understand me. With you it is 
very different. Your melodies have be- 
come part of the national life.’’ 

“Ah,” said Verdi, ‘‘the people have al- 
ways been my best friends from the very 
beginning. It wasa handful of carpen- 
ters who gave me my first’ real assurance 
of success.

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ANNUAL MESSAGE. 


President Cleveiand’s Last as 
Chief Executive. 


Comprehensive Document Covering Topics 
of Interest—Takes_ Strong Ground on 
Eastern Question—Our Relations With 
Spain and Cuba—Land Defenses Com- 
mended, 


The president, in his annual message 
to congress, after referring to the re- 
newed evidence of the stability of vur 
government as evidenced by acceptance 
of the result of the recent election, first 
refers to the situation in Turkey. He 
points out the bloody aspect of the situa- 
tion, and says that our minister at Con- 
Stantinople has left nothing undone to 
protect our missionaries, concluding by 
saying: I do not believe tliat the pres- 
ent sombre prospect in Turkey will be 
long permitted to offend the sight of 
Christeridom. It so mars the humane 
and enlightened civilization that belongs 
to the close of the 19th century that it 
seems hardly possible that the earnest 
demand of good people throughout the 
Christian world for its corrective treat- 
ment will remain unanswered. 

The Cuban question is treated at great 
length and completeness. After refer- 
ring to the bloody and ruinous character 
of the contest and Spain’s inability to 
quell the insurrection, the president 
says: The spectacle of the utter ruin 
of an adjoining country, by nature one 
of the most fertile and charming on the 
globe, would engage the serious atten- 
tion of the government and people of the 
United States in any circumstances. In 
point of fact, they have a concern with 
it which is by no means of a wholly sen- 
timental or philanthropic character. It 
Mes so near to us as to be hardly sep- 
arated from our territory. 

Our actual pecuniary interest in it is 
second only to that of the people and 
government of Spain. It is reasonably 
estimated that at least from $30,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 of American capital are, in- 
vested in plantations and in railroads, 
mining, and other business enterprises 
on the island. 

It would seem that if Spain should 
offer to Cuba genuine autonomy—a 
measure of home rule which, while pre- 
serving the sovereignty of Spain, would 
satisfy all rational requirements of her 
Spanish subjects—there should be no 
just reason why the pacification of the 
island might not be effected on that 
basis. Such a result would appear to 
be in the true interest of all concerned. 

Nevertheless, realizing that suspicions 
and precautions on the part of the 
weaker of two combatants are always 
natural and not always unjustifiable— 
being sincerely desirous in the interests 
of both as well as on its own account 
that the Cuban problem should be solved 
with the least possible delay—it was in- 
timated by this government to the gov- 
ernment of Spain some months ago that, 
if a satisfactory measure of home rule 
were tendered the Cuban insurgents, 
and would be accepted by them upon a 
guaranty of its execution, the United 
States would endeavor to find a way not 
objectionable to Spain of furnishing such 
guaranty. While no definite response 
to this intimation has yet been received 
from the Spanish government, it is be- 
lieved to be not altogether unwelcome, 
while, as already suggested, no reason 
is perceived why it should not be ap- 
proved by the insurgents. 

It should be added that it cannot be 
reasonably assumed that the hitherto 
expectant attitude of the United States 
will be indefinitely maintained. When 
the inability of Spain to deal suc- 
cessfully with the insurrection has be- 
come manife-t, and it is demonstrated 
that her sovereignty is extinct in Cuba 
for all purposes of its rightful existence, 
and when a hopeless struggle for its 
re-establishment has degenerated into a 
strife which means nothitte more than 
the useless sacrifice of human life and 
the utter destruction of the very subject 
matter of the conflict, a situation will be 
presented in, which our obligations to the 
sovereignty of Spain will be suspended 
by higher obligations, which we can 
hardly hesitate to recognize and dis- 
charge. 

The Venezuelan boundary question has 
ceased to be a matter of difference be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, their respective governments 
having agreed upon the substantial pro- 
visions of a treaty between Great Britain 
and Venezuela submitting the whole 
controversy to arbitration. Negotia- 
tions for a treaty of general arbitration 
for all differences between Great Britain 
and the United States are far advanced 
and promise to reach a successful con- 
summation at an early date. 

The scheme of examining applicants 

for certain consular positions, to test 
their competency and fitness, adopted 
under an executive order issued on Sept. 
20, 1895, has fully demonstrated the use- 
fulness of this innovation. In connec- 
tion with this plan of examinations, pro- 
motions and transfers of deserving in- 
cumbents. have been quite extensively 
made, with excellent results. 
On the subject of finances the presi- 
dent quotes freely from the figures of 
the secretary of the treasury, showing 
both our exports and imports of gold, 
production of precious metals and the 
circulation of bank and treasury notes. 
There were organized during the year 
preceding the date last mentioned 28 
national banks, located in 15 states, of 
which 12 were organized in the eastern 
states with a capital of $1,180,000, 6in the 
western states with a capital of $875,000, 
and 10 in the southern states with a cap- 
ital of $1,190,000. During the year, how- 
ever, 37 banks voluntarily abandoned 
their franchises under the national law, 
and in the case of 27 others it was found 
necessary to appoint receivers. 

The number of immigrants arriving in 
the United “tates Gurive the fiscal year 
wav 74° 87, 0f whom 240,468 were permitted 
to lare are ‘7° were debarred, on var- 
ious grounds prescribed by law, and re- 

turned to the countries whence they came 
at the expense of the steamship compan- 
ies by which they were broughtin. The 
increase in immigration over the preced- 
ing year amounted to 84,731. 

From—the life-saving service it is re- 
ported that, the number of disasters to 
documented vesselvs within the limits 
of its operations during the year was 
487. These vessels had on board 4608 
persons, of whom 4595 were saved and 
12 lost. The value of such vessels is esti- 
mated at $8,880,140, and of their cargoes 
$3,846,380, making the total value of prop- 
erty imperiled $12,726,520. Of this amount 
$11,292,707 was saved and $1,432,750 was 
lest. 

The report of the secretary of war ex- 
hibits satisfactory conditions in the sev- 
eral branches of the public service in- 
tru .ed to his charge. 

The limit of our military force, as fixed 
by law, is constantly and readily main- 
tained. The present discipline and 
morale of our army are excellent, and 
marked progress and efficiency are ap- 
parent throughout its entire organiza- 
tion. The tire army*‘has\ now been 
equipped with the new magazine arms. 

| The organized militia numbers 112,879 
men. The appropriations for its sup- 
rt by the several states approximate 

600,000 annually, and $400,000 is con- 
tributed by the general government. 

During the past year rapid progress

The naval militia, which was author- 
ized a few years ago as an experiment, 
has now developed into a body of en- 
terprising young men, active and ener- 
getic in the discharge of their duties 
and promising great usefulness. This 
establishment has nearly the same re- 
lation to our navy as the national guard 
in the different states bears to our army; 
and it constitutes a source of supply for 
ovr naval forces, the importance of 
which is immediately apparent. 

The money appropriated on account ot 
the interior department and for its dis- 
bursement for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1896, amounted to more than $157,- 
000,000, or a greater sum than was ap- 
propriated for the entire maintenance 
of the government for the two fiscal 
years ended June 30, 1861. Our public 
lands, originally amounting to 1,840,- 
000,000 acres, have been so reduced that 
only about 600,000,000 acres still remain 
in government control, excluding Alaska, 

It may be said in general terms that 
in every particular the improvement ot 
the Indians under government care has 
been most marked and encouraging. 

In relation to pensions the message 
gays: I have endeavered within my 
sphere of official duty to protect our pen- 
sion roll, and make it what it should be, 
a roll of honor, containing the names of 
those disabled in their country’s service, 
and werthy of their country’s affection- 
ate remembrance. 

The diminution of our enormous pen- 
sion roll and the decrease of pension ex- 
penditure, which ha*e ben so often con- 
fidently foretold, still fail in material re- 
alization. The number of penawort on 
the rolls at the close of the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1896, was 970,678. ‘This is 
the largest number ever reported. The 
amount paid exclusively for pensiona 
during the year was $138,214,761.94, a 
slight decrease from that of the preced- 
ing year, while the total expenditures on 
account of pensions, including the cost of 
maintaining the department and ex- 
penses attending pension distribution, 
amounted to $142,206,550.59, or within a 
very small fraction of one-third of the 
entire expense of supporting the govern- 
ment during the same year. The number

The interstate commerce commission 
has during the last year supplied abun- 
dant evidence of its usefulness and the 
importance of the work committed to its 
charge. Public transportation is a uni- 
versal necessity, and the question of just 
and reasonable charges therefore has 
become of vital importance not only to 
shippers and carriers, butalso to the vast 
multitude of producers and consumers, 

The progress of agriculture is com- 
mended and seed distribution is con- 
demned in the following language: In 
my opinion the gratituitous distribu- 
tion of seeds by the department as at 
present conducted ought to-be discon- 
tinued, No one can read the statement 
of the secretary on this subject and 
doubt the extravagance and question- 
able results of this. practice. 

The progress of civil service reform ig 
considered a cause for congratulation 
and the law is considered a fixture. 

The tariff and currency are combined, 
and of the present law it is said: 

I believe our present tariff law, If al- 
lowed a fair opportunity, will in the near 
future yield a revenue which, with rea- 
sonably economical expenditures, will 
overcome all deficiencies. In the mean 
time no deficit that has occurred or ma”; 
occur need excite or disturb us. 

I am more convinced than ever tha, we 
can have no assured financial peace and 
safety until the government currency ob- 
ligations upon which gold may be de- 
manded from the treasury are withdrawn 
from circulation and canceled. 

The entire case may be presented by 
the statement that the day of sensible 
and sound financial methods will not 
dawn upon us until our government 
abandons the. banking business and the 
accumulation of funds and confines its 
monetary operations to the receipt of the 
money contributed. by the people for its 
support, and to the expenditure of such 
money for the people’s benefit. 

In concluding this communication, its 
lest words shall be.an appeal to the con- 
gress for the most rigid economy in the 
expenditure of the money it holds in trust 
for the people. The way to perplexing 
extravagance is easy, but a return to 
frugality is difficult.

- Boston, Dec, 9.—Quiet and firm is the 
condition of the butter market. Buyers 
are resisting the pressure which comes 
from outside rising markets as much 
as possible, and the result is an un- 
satisfactory trade, Receivers are forced 
to ask more for their fresh receipts in 
order to please shippers and get any sup- 
plies, ‘but it is impossiyle to keep in ling 
with the advance in the west. 

After taking a few fancy lots of fresh, 
buyers fall back upon the cold storage 
stock, which is still giving good satis- 
faction, and which, at a difference ot 
4 to 5 cents a pound, is a much more 
profitable article to handie. We may 
have to come up to full values in a short 
time, but as trade is at present it will 
be hard to sustain any further rise. 

There is an entire absence of snap and 
buoyancy, and when buyers make up 
their minds to pay an extreme price 
they take only a few lots. This kind 
of business may continue during the 
remainder of this month, as buyers have 
no confidence in high prices, and expect 
@ reaction just as soon as the make in- 
creases, 

The most. encouraging feature in the 
situation is the large quntities of but- 
ter coming out of cold storage. Last 
week the stock was reduced more than 
13,500 packages, and at this rate the 
stock of desirable quality would soon be 
materially decreased. 

Although the held stock figures are 
much larger than last year, it is well 
to remember that the packages are 
smaller, and that there is considerable 
old butter in the gross amount which 
will not come into competition with new 
supplies. The’ consumption, .too,: has 
materially increased, and if prices are 
kept on a reasonable basis there is a 
chance to unload at some profit. 

The foreign outlet it not as large as 
it ought to be, but the shipments are 
running larger than last year, and there 
is a prospect that a good deal more 
American butter will be wanted during 
the winter. 

The receipts of butter last week were 
12,833 tubs and 11,373 boxes, a total 
weight of 530,977 pounds, against 553,262 
pounds the previous week, and 506,999 
pound coresponding week last year. 
Although the receipts are running small 
they are larger than last year, and 
after a week or two they will probably 
increase, especially if the weather con- 
tinues mild. 

aA slight advance on strictly fine fresh 
creamery must be quoted, owing to the 
light receipts, but our market is still 1 
to 2 cents lower than the west and New 
York, and there is not trade enough to 
Warrant receivers in holding for full 
rates. After passing a few fancy brands 
there is a light demand, and sellers have 
to meet the views of buyers, 

There are no new features in the 
cheese situation. Holders are firm on 
fine September and early September 
make, and are not offering much under 
1l cents. Sales range from 10% to 11 
cents, with a moderate demand. Fair 
to good lots range from 9 to 10 cents. 

The outlook is considered promising. 
The factories are nearly all closed, and 
the best of the make is in strong hands. 
The stock in Canada and here is smaller 
than last year, and there is a confi- 
dent feeling that higher prices will be 
obtained very soon after the turn of the 
year, if not before. 

Eggs were rather slow yesterday, and 
the drop in New York hada weakening 
effect here. It was hard to sell west- 
ern at over 22 to 23 cents, and best 
Michigan at 24 cents.» Fresh eastern 
ruled at 25 to 26 cents, and fancy new- 
laid at about 30 cents, Refrigerator eggs 
sold at 16 to 17% cents. The stock in 
cold storage was 4241 cases last week, 
and stood at 19,192 cases, against 23,738 
cases last year. 

Marrow pea and choice medium beans 
have settled down to $1 per bushel for 
large lots, At this price dealers have 
been stocking up, and the market may 
soon take a stronger turn. Yellow eyes 
and red kidneys have been slow of sale 
at about previous prices. 

The market has been kept well sup- 
plied with western poultry, and prices 
rule slow. Strictly choice Vermont 
turkeys are in light supply, and com- 
mand 15 to 16 cents. . 

Apples continue in large supply, and 
prices are no higher. The large ex- 
ports take off a good portion of the 
surplus.

‘While it gives the sense of security due 
to a consciousness of strength it is 
neither the purpose nor the effect of such 
permanent fortification to involve us in 
foreign complications, but rather to 
guarantee us against them. ‘hey are 
not temptation to war, but security 
against it. Thus they are thoroughly 
in accord with all the traditions of our 
national diplomacy. 

The ownership and management by 
the government of penitentiariea for the 
confinement of those convicted in United 
States ¢ourts of violations of federal 
laws, which for many years has been a 
subject of executive recommendation, 
has at last to a slight extent been real- 
ized by the utilization of the abandoned 
military prison at Fort Leavenworth as 
@ United States penitentiary. This is 
certainly a movement in the right direc- 
tion; but it ought to be at once supple- 
Mented by the rebuilding or extensive 
enlargement of this improvised prison, 
and the construction of at least one more, 
to be located in the southern states. 

Our postoffice department is in good 
condition, and the exhibit made of its 
operations during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1896, if allowance is made for 
imperfections in the laws applicable to 
it, is very satisfactory. The total re- 
ceipts during the year were $82,499,208.40. 
The total expenditures were $90,626,- 
296.84, exclusive of $1,559,898.27, which was 


ANNUAL MESSAGE. 


President Cleveiand’s Last as 
Chief Executive. 


Comprehensive Document Covering Toples 
of Interest—Takes Strong Ground on 
Eastern Question—Our Relations With 
Spain end Cuba—Land Defenses Com- 
mended, 


IT Is TO BEA “POPULAR” WORK. 


Sketch of the Life Work of the Greatest 
Living Creator of Music—How He Found 
His First Gleam of Success—His Home 
Near the City of Genoa, Italy. 


It is reported that Verdi, who, despite 
-his other works which great musicians 
consider masterpieces, will always be re- 
membered because of ‘‘11 Trovatore’’ and 
“La Traviata,” is about to compose '9 new 
opera, which, he declares, will be his last. 
The astounding feature of the rumor is 
that this work is to be of even lighter and 
more ‘‘popular’’ quality than ‘' Falstaff.” 
It is intimated that‘‘ The Bohemian Girl" 
is to be his type so far as ‘‘weight’’ is con- 
cerned. 

And what a remarkable man this Verdi 


The president, in his annual message 
to congress, after referring to the re- 
newed evidence of the stability of our 
government as evidenced by acceptance 
of the result of the recent election, first 
refers to the situation in Turkey. He 
points out the bloody aspect of the situa- 
tion, and says that our minister at Con- 
Stantinople has left nothing undone to 
protect our missionaries, concluding by 
saying: I do not believe tliat the pres- 
ent sombre prospect in Turkey will be 
long permitted to offend the sight of 
Christeridom. It so mars the humane 
and enlightened civilization that belongs 
to the close of the 19th century that it 
seems hardly possible that the earnest 
demand of good people throughout the 
Christian world for its corrective treat- 
ment will remain unanswered. 

The Cuban question is treated at great 
length and completeness. After refer- 
ring to the bloody and ruinous character 
of the contest and Spain’s inability to 
quell. the insurrection, the president 
says: The spectacle of the utter ruin 


is! 

Verdi has cleared the ‘‘eight barred gate, 
which few come in sight of, and fewer, 
far fewer, go over,’’ as genial Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes calls the attainment of four- 
soore. Besides, he has three extra years to 
his credit. We have to go back as far as 
18389 to recall his first opera, It was en- 
titled ‘‘Oberto, Conte di San Bonifacio,’’ 
and was produced at La Scala, Milan, 
where his last triumph, “Falstaff,’’ wag 


achieved. To the famous opera house all 
musicians turn with interest, as it has 
been the birthplace of so many high hopes 
as well asthe site of so many succédses, 
In this opera an English singer—Mrs. Al- 
fred Shaw—took part, and it may be in- 
teresting to state that Ricordi paid Verdi 
the sum of 1,750 francs for it. This was 
an achievement for a Rancola innkeeper’s 
son, aged 25. 

Since those days Verdi’s fame has been 
advanced hy such works as ‘‘I Lombardi,” 
which was produced in 1848; the beautiful 
‘*Ernani’’ and the less popular ‘‘Rigolet- 
to,’* which he himself regards as his master- 
piece; the always attractive ‘Il Trovatore,”’ 
and “La Traviata.’’ Other operas by him 
include ‘‘Un Ballo In Maschera,’’ ‘* Aida’’ 
and ‘‘Montezuma,”’ but this is not the 
place for a critical estimate of one whose 
operatic compositions number 28, It is 
certainly curious that the veteran should 
have turned to Falstaff as the subject of 
what is avowedly a comic opera, consider- 
ing that he bas hitherto but coyly ap- 

the humorous side of music. 
Still furtheris it—remarkable_that he 
should contemplate a still lighter work. 
At any rate be has not taken the pains to 
deny the rumor, 

Asin Lord Beaconsfleld’s words, ‘‘it is 
the personal that interests,” a few words 
about Signor Verdi after his triumph may 
be opportune, 

The energy of Signor Verdi is bound- 
less. The rank and title of marquis have

just been offered ‘by the king of Italy to 
the great composer, but would certainly 
not enhance the high position of dignity 
he already holds among his countrymen. 

He has long ceased to take an active 
part in politics, which in his younger days 
greatly interested him, and for Verdi mu- 
gic holds the supreme place in his life. 

A representative of the press recently 
had an interview with the great maestro, 

The conversation turned upon music. 
The inevitable organ grinder had struck 
up the equally inevitable selection from 
“Tl vatore’ on the roadway some dis- 
tance off. The composer was asked wheth- 
er he did not find this method of rendering 
his music peculiarly irritating. 

‘‘No,”’ he replied; ‘‘on the contrary, it 

me, ” 

Then he turned suddenly -to Carducci, 
the famous poet, who had just entered. 

‘““Carducci, how should you like to hear 
the people massacring your songs and 
poems through the publio streets? You 
would eat them alive, non e verof’’ 

“No,” he replied, ‘‘not at all. I love 
the people, though I love them as an ideal, 
not as an assemblage of ignorant and vul- 
gar individuals, and perhaps that is why 
they do not understand me. With you it is 
very different. Your melodies have be- 
come. part of the national life. ’’

of an adjoining country, by nature one 
of the most fertile and charming on the 
globe, would engage the serious atten- 
tion of the government and people of the 
United States in any circumstances. In 
point of fact, they have a concern with 
it which is by no means of a wholly sen- 
timental or philanthropic character. It 
lies so near to us as to be hardly sep- 
arated from our territory. 

Our actual pecuniary interest in it is 
second only to that of the people and 
government of Spain. It is reasonably 
estimated that at least from $30,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 of American capital are, in- 
vested in plantations and in railroads, 
mining, and other business enterprises 
on the island. 

It would seem that if Spain should 
offer to Cuba genuine autonomy—a 
measure of home rule which, while pre- 
serving the sovereignty of Spain, would 
satisfy all rational requirements of her 
Spanish subjects—there should be no 
just reason why the pacification of the 
island might not be effected on that 
‘basis, Such a result would appear to 
be in the true interest of all concerned. 

Nevertheless, realizing that suspicions 
and precautions on the part of the 
weaker of two combatants are alw: 
natural and not always unjustifiable— 
being sincerely desirous in the interests 
of both as well as on its own account 
that the Cuban problem should be solved 
with the least possible delay—it was in- 
timated by this government to the gov- 
ernment of Spain some months ago that, 
if a satisfactory measure of home rule 
were tendered the Cuban insurgents, 
and would be accepted by them upon a 
Saran of its execution, the United 

tates would endeavor to find a way not 
objectionable to Spain of furnishing such 
guaranty. While no definite response 
to this intimation has yet been received 
from the Spanish government, it is be- 
lieved to be not altogether unwelcome, 
while, as already suggested, no reason 
is perceived why it should not be ap- 
proved by the insurgents. 

It should be added that it cannot be 
reasonably assumed that the hitherto 
expectant attitude of the United States 
will be indefinitely maintained. When 
the inability of Spain to deal suc- 
cessfully with the insurrection has be- 
come manifet, and it is demonstrated 
that her sovereignty is extinct in Cuba 
for all purposes of its rightful existence, 
and when a hopeless struggle for its 
re-establishment has degenrrated into a 
strife which means nothiits more than 
the useless sacrifice of human life and 
the utter destruction of the very subject 
matter of the conflict, a situation will be 
presented in which our obligations to the 
sovereignty of Spain will be suspended 
by higher obligations, which we can 
hardly hesitate to recognize and dis- 
charge. 

The Venezuelan boundary question has 
ceased to be a matter of difference be- 
tween Great Britain and the ‘United 
States, their respective governments 
having agreed upon the substantial pro- 
visions of a treaty between Great Britain 
and Venezuela submitting the whole 
controversy to arbitration. Negotia- 
tions for a treaty of general arbitration 
for all differences between Great Britain 
and the United States are far advanced 
and promise to reach a successful con- 
summation at an early date. 

The scheme of examining applicants 
for certain consular positions, to test 
their competency and fitness, adopted 
under an executive order issued on Sept. 
20, 1895, has fully demonstrated the use- 
fulness of this innovation. In connec- 
tion with this plan of examinations, pro- 
motions and transfers of deserving in- 
cumbents have been quite extensively 
made, with excellent results. 

On the subject of finances the presi- 
dent quotes freely from the figures of 
the secretary of the treasury, showing 
both our exports and imports of gold, 
production of precious metals and the 
circulation of bank and treasury notes. 

There were organized during the year 
preceding the date last mentioned 28 
national banks, located in 15 states, of 
which 12 were organized in the eastern 
states with a capital of $1,180,000, 6 in the 
western states with a capital of $875,000, 
and 10 in the southern states with a cap- 
ital of $1,190,000. During the year, how- 
ever, 37 banks voluntarily abandoned 
their franchises under the national law, 
and in the case of 27 others it was found 
necessary to appoint receivers. 

The number of immigrants arriving in

| wav 74° °67,0f whom 240,468 were permitted 
to land ar? ‘7° were debarred, on var- 
ious grounds prescribed by law, and re- 
turned to the countries whence they came 
at the expense of the steamship compan- 
ies by which they were brought in. The 
increase in immigration over the preced- 
ing year amounted to 84,731. 

From -the life-saving service it is re- 
ported that the number of disasters to 
documented vesselvs within the limits 
of its operations during the year was 
487. These vessels had on board 4608 
persons, of whom 4595 were saved and 
i2 lost. The value of such vessels is esti- 
mated at $8,880,140, and of their cargoes 
$2,846,380, making the total value of prop- 
erty imperiled $12,726,520, Of this amount 
$11,292,707 was saved and $1,432,750 was 
cst. 

The report of the secretary of war ex- 
hibits satisfactory conditions in the sev- 
eral branches of the public service in- 
tru .ed to his charge. 

The limit of our military force, as fixed 
by law, is constantly and readily main- 
tained. The present discipline and 
“morale of our army are excellent, and 


marked p and efficiency are ap- 
parent throughout its entire organiza- 
tion. The efitire army*has' now been 


equipped with the new magazine arms. 
| The organized militia numbers 112,879 
men. The appropriations for its sup- 
rt by the several states approximate 
800,000 annually, and $400,000 is con- 
tributed by the general government. 
During the past year rapid progress 
nas been made toward the completion

and their outfits are believed to be equal 
to the best that can be manufactured 
elsewhere, and that such notable reduc- 
tions have been made in their cost as to 
justify the statement that quite a num- 
ber of vessels are now being constructed 
at rates as low as those that prevail in 
European shipyards. 

The naval militia, which was author- 
ized a few years ago as an experiment, 
has now developed into a body of en- 
terprising young men, active and ener- 
getic in the discharge of their duties 
and promising great usefulness. This 
establishment has nearly the same re- 
lation to our navy as the national guard 
in the different states bears to our army; 
and it constitutes a source of supply for 
our naval forces, the importance of 
which is immediately apparent. 

The money appropriated on account ot 
the interior department and for its dis- 
bursement for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1896, amounted to more than $167,- 
000,000, or a greater sum than was ap- 
propriated for the entire maintenance 
of the government for the two fiscal 
years ended June 30, 1861. Our public 
lands, originally amounting to 1,840,- 
000,000 acres, have been so reduced that 
only about 690,000,000 acres still remain 
in government control, excluding Alaska, 

It may be said in general terms that 
in every particular the improvement of 
the Indians under government care has 
been most marked and encouraging. 

In relation to pensions the message 
says: I have endeavered within my 
sphere of official duty to protect our pen- 
sion roll, and make it what it should be, 
a roll of honor, containing the names of 
those disabled in their country’s service, 
and werthy of their country’s affection- 
ate remembrance. 

The diminution of our enormous pen- 
sion roll. and the decrease of pension ex- 
penditure, Which hae been so often con- 
fidently foretold, still fail in material re- 
alization, The number of pensioners on 
the rolis at the close of the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1896, was 970,678. This is 
the largest number ever reported. The 
amount paid exclusively for pensions 
during the year was $138,214,761.94, a 
slight decrease from that of the preced- 
ing year, while the total expenditures on 
account of pensions, including the cost of 
maintaining the department and ex- 
penses attending pension distribution, 
amounted to $142,206,550.59, or within a 
very small fraction of one-third of the 
entire expense of supporting the govern- 
ment during the same year. The number

The interstate commerce commission 
has during the last year supplied abun- 
dant evidence of its usefulness and the 
importance of the work committed to its 
charge,’ Public transportation is a unl- 
vergal necessity, and the question of just 
and reasonable charges therefore has 
become of vital importance not only to 
shippers and carriers, butalso to the vast 
multitude of producers and consumers. 

The progress of agriculture is com- 
mended and seed distribution is. con- 
demned in the following language: In 
my opinion the gratituitous distribu- 
tion of seeds by the department as at 
present conducted ought to be discon- 
tinued. No one can read the statement 
of the secretary on this subject and 
doubt the extravagance and question- 
able results of this practice. 

The progress of civil service reform ig 
considered a cause for congratulation 
and the law is considered a fixture. 

The tariff and currency are combined, 
and of the present law it is said: 

I believe our present tariff law, If al- 
lowed a fair opportunity, will in the near 
future yield a revenue which, with rea- 
sonably economical expenditures, will 
overcome all deficiencies. In the mean 
time no deficit that has occurred or ma” 
occur need excite or disturb us. 

I am more convinced than ever thay we 
can have no assured financial peace and 
safety until the government currency ob- 
ligations upon which gold may be de- 
manded from the treasury are withdrawn 
from circulation and canceled. 

The entire case may be presented by 
the statement that the day of sensible 
and sound financial methods will not 
dawn upon us until our government 
abandons the banking business and the 
accumulation of funds and confines its 
monetary operations to the receipt of the 
money contributed. by the people for its 
suppeey ore to the expenditure of such 
money the people’s benefit. 

In concluding this communication, its 
lest words shall be.an appeal to the con- 
gress for. the most rigid economy in the 
expenditure of the money it holds in trust 
for the people. The way to perplexing 
extravagance is easy, but a return to 
frugality is difficult.

Death of Thomas Milner. 


In-the quiet and peace of a Sabbath 
afternoon, with the toils and cares of 
life laid aside and forgotten, the body 
of the late Thomas Milner was laid at 
rest upon a sunny slope in Ridgewood. 
Prior to the service of family prayer 
conducted at the home, at 1.80 o’clock, 
by Rev. Edward Seymour Thomas, rec- 
tor of St. Paul’s Church and family pas- 
tor, many old time friends and associates 
called with messages of sympatby for 
those in sorrow, and to look for the last 
time upon the face of one apparently in 
natural repose. 

Deceased was very fond of flowers of 
which roses were his favorites and the 
casket was well nigh concealed with a 
profusion of rare and fragrant blossoms. 
Prominent among the emblems was a 
large crescent of roses, chrysanthemums 
and ferns within which was a lyre of 
pink roses; these devices were supported 
by a base of roses and ferns with a panel 
of white pinks bearing the inscription 
“Our Shopmate.”” Onthe handles were 
bouquets of white pinks, white roses and 
ferns tied with white ribbon. The flowers 
cn the casket included a wreath of roses, 
chrysanthemums and violets, spray of 
large pink roses, cluster of white carna- 
tions, bouquet of varegated pinks and 
pendant fiom either co:ner were two 
large spiays of bieak-o-day pinks. Other 
tributes included a wreath of ivy and 
violets; wreath of heliotrope, pinks and 
ferns; basket of chrysanthemums and 
roses; sheaf of wheat with a knot of Eng- 
lish violets; spray of yellow cbhrysanthe- 
mums.

An Old Resident Found Dead by the 
Roadside. 


: 
SAMUEL HENRY FURBER 


The fact that 8S. Henry Furber had left 
his home Sunday night at’ 5 30. o’elock, 
and up to 7 o'clock Munday morning had 
not returned, was suflicient to cause a 
search for bis whereabouts to be com- 
menced by the police, friends and neigh- 
bors. That he was missing was first 
learned outside the family by Mr. Harn- 
den, the Lawrence grucer, Officer Harris, 
and Charles Adams, a cousin of deceased. 
Mr. Adams and Officer Coan found the 
body in about twenty minutes hardly a 
stone's throw from the lower entrance to 
the Willard Phillips place, near the junc- 
tion of Parker Street and the “air line’’ 
road. , 

The body lay across the stone and bank 
wall, face upward, in a very conspicuous 
place and in such a manner that a person 
walking on the sidewalk could hardly 
avoid brushing against the feet. The 
limbs were almost rigid indicating that 
death had been in possession seve 
hours, The héad was thrown backward 
and froth about the mouth and_ nostrils 
suggested death by strangulation, Mr, 
Furber had been subject to vertigo and 
would rarely walk any considerable dis 
tance without company, and it is sup- 
posed that on returning from his walk he 
was seized with dizziness and that he sat 
upon the wall until it should pass and in 
the meantime the spell of death overtook 
him. 

The case was reported to Medical Ex- 
aminer Howe of Lawrence who ordered 
the body removed to the house, Dr. 
Howe viewed the body about 9 o'clock, 
His report was that death ensued from 
unknown nataral causes, 

Mr. Furber was born in North Andover 
about 64 years ago last September in a 
house in the Bailey field on the right just 
above the High School, of which nothing 
now remains except the cellar hole. His 
period of residence bad been life-long and 
as a citizen his life had been exemplary 
and one of honest purposes. Upright in 
his dealings’ he was blessed with a rare 
spirit of /neighborliness and geniality 
which counted for much, and respected 
and beloved by many old-time friends, 
his untimely end comesas a severe shock, 
He had been a resident of the home on 
Elm Street about forty years, and for the 
majority of his life had been employed,in 
the mule department of the Davis & Fur- 
ber Machine Shop. In March, 1856, he 
married Miss Lucy J Chandler of Ando- 
ver, Who now*in feeble health survives 
him. Edward Adams of the Centre is a 
cousin. 

He was prominent in Masonic circles, 
being a member of Tuscan Lodge, of 
which he was past master, Mt. Sinai 
Royal Arch Chapter and Bethany Com- 
mandery of Lawrence. He was also a 
member of the executive board of the 
Old Residents’ Association of that city: 

Save the fitful mourning of the wind 
there was nothing to disturb the solemn- 
ity of the occasion Wednesday, when the 
body of the late 8. Henry Furber was 
laid away. 

Prior to the funeral hour, the clouds 
lifted and there was pleasant weather, 
The threatening appearance of the day 
caused the services to be held in the Con 
gregational Church in order to shelter 
the number of old friends, neighbors, 
lodge associates, and others who gath. 
ered in sadness, and there was only a 
brief service of family prayer at the home 
at 1.30 o'clock. 

After this the body was formally re- 
ceived by the Masonic order and born to 
the church nearby, Messrs, A. W.’ Braing 
erd, Rufus Wheeler, J. G. Weston, H. K. 
Webster, the last three of Lawrence, act- 
ing as bearers, all members of Bethony 
Commandery, K. T. Other than the 
bearers the commandery was represented 
by about twenty members. 

The services of family prayer and of 
the church were conducted by Rev. Hen- 
ry Elbert Barnes, D. D., after which came 
the ritualistic masonic service conducted 
by Em. Com. Decker, Prelate Fisher and 
Scribe Sargent. The masonic committal 
service at the grave ended the services. 

Organist F, D. Foster played Merkel’s 
funeral march as a processional ‘and the 
‘Dead March in Saul’’ as a recessional.
